TUB AGE OF if Ay. 

Professor Dekton gave tlie last of a 
course of lectures on geology at San 
Francrscb on'the 19th inst., selecting 
for his subject " The Glacial Period 
and the Age of Man." We venture to 
submit a short synoi)si3 for the benedt 
of Victorians who wore not so fortu- 
nate us to hear the lecture. He began 
by saying that thia ia the litrangest of 
all geologic agi-s. It is marked by beds 
of Band, gravel, clay and boulders from 
the size of a man's head to that of a 
meeting house. Whence camo thty 1 
Men once supposed that tliey saw in 
them' evidences of an universal flood, 
thf waters of which, sweeping over the 
worldj heaped up these viirioua beds 
and .transported, , the. boulders. With 
an increased' Irribwie^go it it impossible 
to accept such a theory of their origin. 
Drift beds are not found further south 
than aboiit the latitude of 39 degrees, 
or the line of Washington, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis and Kansas City, except in 
high'vimpuQtain regions. Thero aro 
none in Tennessee, Alabama, Louisiana 
and Te.xas. As we go north the boul- 
ders grow smaller until they cease en- 
tirely ; it is the same as we go west, 
and "it is not until wo go as far south of 
the eqiiator as sve iiud these beds north 
of the equator that we discover similar 
depogjtsi,,. An universal deluge would 
make beds as universal, but^tho fact 
that they are confined to certain dis- 
tricts disproves tlio early and coiijinon 
theory of tlu;ir orij^in. An universal 
flood, covei'ing the tops of all the moun- 
tains, is a physical impossibility. If all 
the ^njoistura^ in our atmosphere and on 
the surface of our globe wero condens- 
ed and spread over the earth, it would 
not cover it throe feet deep. But, in 
fact, these beds were not made by 
water at all. When wo discover tiie 
glacial beds we find that the material 
of which they aro composed has n«ver 
been sorted ; wo find fine band and 
coarse sand, small boulders and largo 
ones piled indiscriminately together. 
Water never does that ; it sorts the 
material that it lays down. What has 
done it '! The answer is, ice. We can 
catch the ice doing that very thing 
now* Various theories to account for 
theccJld necessary to produce the gla- 
ciers were stated, the Professor inclin- 
ing -to the theory that there was no 
access of cold to produce the ice, but 
that 'it was circumscribed then as it is 
now. His suggestion, thrown out for 
what it was worth, was that it was 
caused by a change of the njagnetic 
poles, which are now at Wrangel Land 
and Irkoubs, the colJobt points on the 
northern hemisphere. As you go from 
the magnetic poles the earth gets warm- 
er. Now, he believed, that during the 
glacial period the magnetic poles were 
changed. The center of cold during 
the glacial time was about 20 degrees 
south of the present polo on the western 
coast of Greenland. What caused the 
change he did not know, but advanced 
the theory that it might have been 
a great meteoric fall, whicli, coming in 
one vast body, crushed through the 
center, o£ the earth and caused an out- 
break- of heat, which left the' earth 
there so much colder for this loss. The 
discovery of the fossil of tlie nianimoth 
entire, the great hairy clei)liant, in tiie 
glacial bed.'i sbowii that some great and 
sudden access of cold must have occur- 
red to freeze and inclose entire, and 
to retain in perfect form the mammoth. 
The discovery of other fossils, the Irish 
deer, the primitive ox, the two horneJ 
rhinoceros, the cave lion, cave tiger, 
cave hyena; and, more important still, 
flint weapons in the caves and the fos- 
sils of the race of men who made the 
weapons, was mentioned as confirmation 
of the theory. They demonstrate that 
man, a rude hunter, lived on our [ilaiiot 
when the ice period began. But be had 
promised to speak of other changes of 
our earth. Our planet is not finished 
yet, God is just as busy finishing it as 
any time in its history. Even the old 
world is being pulled down,, the new 
world being built up. On tho tops of 
your. mountains in California your can 
find '-'the fcssils of oysters eighteen 
inches long. You once liad respectable 
oy.stcrs here if you haven't now [laugh- 
ter]. In Santa Barlmra you can see 
where, at a comparatively recent period, 
the ocean rolled over what is now the 
tops of the mountains. The land and 
water , are continually changing 
places, A man said to me, after a 
lecture in Wisconsin: " You talk well, 
but I believe this world was made just 
as it is." "What 1" said I, "Cart ruts 
and: all? V ."No," ho said, "not cart, 
ruts. - We know how they were made." 
Well, if not the cart ruts why suppose 
that God made the river rul.i in an in- 
stant and poured the waters into them ? 
The man who can believe that is not 
superior to the pious but not very in- 
telligent preacher who told his hearers 
he could see the wonderful wisdom of 
God manifested in making all the large 
rivers run by large cities. [Laughter.] 
The Niagara fall was once at Queens- 
town. Seven miles it has cut its way 
back to where it is now. The fall of 
the Mississippi, now at Minneapolis, 
was once at or near the spot where Al- 
ton, III,,, now stands, the river having 
sawt/d^'tbe cliff back 1000 miles to where 
the Minnehaha fall is now. In the 
same way the ocean is cutting away 
the land ■wherever it rises to the waves 
perpendicularly. At Cape May, from 
1809 to 1811, the ocean cut into tiie 
land at the rate of "eleven feet a year. 
The Yorkshire ..cliflfs.l.in England 
aro crumbling and' ^disappeiiring be- 
fore the. German ocean, and the towns 
of Aiiberon, Hartburn and Hyde have 
gone down in the hungry waves of the 
encroaching sea. They were forruorly 
Bhow,n on the i;aaps of Yorkahirc, but 
now there is no trace' of fchem. At 
Ovrthora the rocka are cut iuto at the 



rate of twelve feet every year. Ship- 
den, Winiiiwi-ll iind Eoelas, on the 
Norfolk and Suffolk clifl's, have disap- 
peared just like the Yorkshire towns. 
The Isle of Sheppy, composed of Lon- 
don clay, is going very fast, and Mt 
is estimated that in thirty years tho 
German ocean will have worn it all 
away. Yet with all this destruction 
the land surface of tho globe is increas- 
ing steadily. The action of tho rivers 
in carrying and depositing sediment on 
tho bottom of the sea is more than sup- 
plying the destruction. Tho Mississippi 
is filling up the Gulf of Mexico at tho 
rate of thirty-six square miles a year to 
a depth of forty feet. Twenty thousand 
locomotives and trains running day 
and night could not fill in from the Al- 
loghanies as fast as the river is doing 
it. The Mississippi has taken tho job of 
filling in the Gulf of Mexico, and 
whether Spain likes it or not Cuba will 
be annexed to tho United States and 
Uncle Sam will add tho Gulf of Mexico 
to his domains as a big farm. The 
Amazon, Nile and other great rivers 
are doing the same kind of work at 
their deltas. They are making now 
rocks and filling them with new fossils 
just as they have been for millions of 
years. Tho bottom mud becomes rock 
and some day mountiias will bo up- 
heaved in tho Gulf of Mexico and men 
will bo quarrying those rocks that aio 
now forming just as we do in the moun- 
tains to-day. The Professor gave some 
amusing conjectures as to the probable 
perph.'xity of the scientist of a remote- 
ly future period at the fossils he is like- 
ly to discover of the present race, and 
their implements, apparel, etc., what 
for instarco would he think of a hoop 
skirt, a Dutchman's pipo or tho head 
of tho human judged by a fossil sLovo 
pipe' hat. Ho closed by predicting a 
great, glorious and prolonged future 
for our planet and its highest from of 
animal life— man.

More than once efforts have been made 
to make experiments in this direction, 
and, so far as these could be successful 
under tho diiection of charitable 
agency, they have been in most 
instttnces encouraging as regards re- 
sults. Mr. Fawcett, in his reply to 
Mr. Russell, not only expressed sympa- 
thy \\ ith the proposal, but stated that, 
as far as tho dejjartment was able, it 
would give facilities to anybody willing 
to carry out the scheme. He added 
that some time ago a firm of brewers 
employing n large number of persons, 
a])ulied to tho Post-ofEco to let a clork 
visit their establishments on pay days 
and collect deposits-thc firm in question 
paying all expenses that might bo there- 
by incurred by the Post-oflice, and the 
results had been, it appears, gratifying. 
Mr. Fa%vcett is, therefore, willing to 
meet similar ofl'ers in a sympathetic 
and appreciative spirit. The wonder is 
that this idea has not occurred before 
to tho benevolentindividualswho preach 
the gospel of thrift. The trades' un- 
ions, who know how to collect money 
from working people, usually levy their 
tax on tho men when they are full-hand- 
ed — in other words, just as they emerge 
from the pay ofEco witli their wages 
untouched. The agents of tho union- 
ists know that their cbahces of get- 
ting in their subscriptions are materi- 
ally lessened if they let the workmen 
slip past them on pay day without tak 
ing the toll eligible for "society" pur 
poses. The system that has proved so 
cflicacious as regards the unions should 
be equally successful as regards savings 
bank?. — London Standard.

To him tho literary or 
social fame of another is a positive of- 
fence ; the genius of a lad}' draws from 
him nothing but sneers. Mrs. Carlyle's 
letters about him and his books aro 
superior to ''all the Sands and Eliots 
antl babbling cohue of 'scribbling wo- 
men' that have strutted over tho world 
in my time." And the remarkablo 
thing is that the greater , the genius 
the more is he or she despised or else 
hated. This is Had, but true. We will 
give but two instances out of many. 
To the lover of English poetry and 
English humor, the two most intereat- 
ing figures in the London of 1824 are 
[icrhaps the author of "Chrisiabel" and 
the author of the "Elia" essays. In 
the best poetry of the one and in the 
humour of the other there is that quali- 
ty of "absoluteness" which, in the eyes 
of the true critic, sots them in a plac« 
apart from their contemporaries ; and 
if Coleridge did produce some poetry 
that was unworuhy of him, ossuredly 
the quality of Lamb's humour is al- 
ways above impeaclimeut. Carlyle's 
scorn of these tw,o, giftgd.jmen knowB 
no bounds. — The Aiheaceum.

The Dirootors in making their Annual Report have to inform tho Subsoriboi-j 
tliat during tho pa.st yo.ir thoy h.ivo Hiirooetled in purclKisiiig a plot of land of 6 acres 
immodiatoly adjoining tlio Ilo.spital, for tin; purpose of urecting an Asylum for Oon- 
v:descent3 in connection with tlio llospit:il. The ( iovernnient liavo voted a auin of 
iiioney for the erection of tho ncce.isary buildingH; but before tho works could bo 
coiniuenced the (Jovcrnment required tho l.'ind to lie coiivoyeil to the Crown, which 
has been done. Tho coining spring will, it is hoped, see tliis most necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that the House of Assembly have pas.sod a resolution coin- 
eletuly reversing the policy under which tlie Hospital has boon for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Cioverninont have been content with hav- 
ing two Directors on tho Board, and a.n a rule theao (Soverninont Directors have been 
active and useful incmbera, and luivu fully nn.swored tlie purpn.iirr. for which they wore 
[ilnced on tho Board. 

Tlio other Directors are the lunniiiees uf llio Subscriber;!. The propo.-icd change 
will bo detrimental to tho iiitorests of tlio.nct fur whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efliciently by eight gentlemen will be ecpially as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will bo a recurronco 
to tho worat evils of the past. Tho interest whicli the public now tako in tho insti- 
tution will, it is foarod, groatly lesson, and the active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo e.xtonded to a purely Govcniment institution. 

Tho Directors have again to uxpro.ss their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations <.f co;il iimlto various e.h.-iritable societieM and 
iudividu.als who have generously contributed to the .suiipurt of the institution. 

The alfairs of tlio Hoapital have been ocoiiomically managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount of sufferings relieved and the, Tre.isurei 's account of tho c^Lpendituro. 

In closing this report tho Directors, rogrct that tho change introduced by tho 
Qovornment willpiovont thorn again oflbring thoir services, and from the applications 
which havo been received for a rolurti of auuscnptioiis and tho opltiiona c-tpius.-ied of 
the change, thoy fe.ar that the closing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo tho result. 

Tliere yet remains to bo oonsiderod the ciuestion of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and Uio terms on which it was devotod to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will nfifoct it. ' On this subject tho Directors are not yet ip a.position to

In conclusion 1 have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
always rendered mo any assistance I was in noed of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of tho Board of Directors to tho admirable manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, lins conducted the internal affairs of the Hospital, shon-ing 
all poasiblo kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with the disoiplino 
necessary in a public institution. •
